He.was a’member of the Senate of 
West.. Virginia. and was later ap- 
pointcd. Chief, Justice of the Court 
of Appeals of that State. 

He resigned from the bench to .- 
come Republican, candidate for Gov- 
ernor in 1916. In.1921 the. Secretary 
of the Interior designated Mr. Rob- 
inson. to. adjudicate war minerals 
claims.

The results for both countries have 
been so strikingly beneficent that 
quite aside from personnel there is 
every justification for predicting a 
continuance ‘of the coalition poli- 
cies, This year the Germans vote a 
month after the French, and there is 
nothing on the horizon to suggest a 
defeat for the spirit of moderation 
in either country.

ILLINOIS FREE STATE. 


Federal députy marshals, request- 
ed to insure the safety of Chicago 
voters, have been refused to that 
city before when turbulent elections 
were at hand; but that was before 
the Supreme Court validated the use 
of Federal officers at primaries. Now 
it. is the contention of the United 
States Marshal at Chicago—in ask- 
ing the Attorney General for 500 
extra deputies—that the recent de- 
cision authorizes what public safety 
and the sanctity of the ballot de- 
mands. Washington has always been 
slow to accede to requests of this 
sort, partly because the precedent is 
dangerous and the liabilities of dis- 
order and bloodshed are extreme, 
and partly because it is awfully bad 
politics.

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which the Senate passed the Flood 
Control “bill is a direct response to 
the popular’ demand that it dis- 
charge its responsibilities to the 
Mississippi . Valley in’ a generous 
spirit. Here was a great disaster, 
creating a--great-need. Private 
agencies, in cooperation with the 
Government, have met the necessi- 
ties of immediate relief. Recon- 
struction is already ‘under way. Pro- 
tecting the ower. Mississippi from 
a repetition of last year’s disaster 
was the problem left to the disposal 
of Congress. 

Some measure of the size of this 
undertaking is afforded by the ap- 
propriations now contemplated. The 
Senate bill provides ‘for a fund of 
$325,000,000, but that is not the end 
of the matter. It is conceded that 
the total. cost will exceed $500,000,- 
000, and. may touch the billion dol- 
lar mark, The Senate bill follows 
in the main the technical recommen- 
dations of the army engineers, but 
it departs radically from General 
JADWIN’S suggestions as to financ- 
ing. All the cost is to fall on the 
Federal Government. Not a word 
is said about local contributions. 
This. is in disregard of precedent 
and brings the plan squarely into 
conflict with the President’s pro- 
gram. Under the present law the 
land adjacent to the dikes has paid 
one-third of the cost of their con- 
struction: Because of the heavy 
local burdens already imposed, Pres- 
ident CooLincs, in his annual mes- 
Sage, conceded ‘that some revision 
would have to be made in the pro- 
portion of the cost of the new im- 
provements which the land should 
bear: 

But it is extremely important 
that it should pay enough so that 
those requesting improvements will 
be charged with some responsibil- 
ity for their cost, and the neigh- 
borhood .where works are con- 
structed have a pecuniary interest 
in preventing waste and extrava- 
gance.and securing a. wise and 
economical expenditure of public 
funds. 

Here was a principle important 
both in the present project and as 
@ possible precedent for the many 
other flood control projects already 
clamoring for the attention of Con- 
gress, The President subsequently 
made it clear that he would not 
insist on the 20 per cent. local con- 
tribution proposed by the engineers. 
At one time the suggestion was 
made that allocation of costs be left 
to the determination of a special 
commission, without delay to the 
engineering works. Even that com- 
promise, supported by Secretary 
Hoover, the Senate has now rejected. 
When the House takes up the Jones 
bill it will have before it also the 
report of its own committee, which 
goes even further. It has been said 
of some of the members of the House 
committee that if they had their 
own way they would “ macadamize 
“the bed of every creek between 
“the Appalachians and the Rocky 
“Mountains.” MARK SULLIVAN re- 
marked that the ultimate cost of 
the enterprise visioned by some of 
these enthusiasts would be “ greater 
“than the Civil War, greater than 
“the Panama Canal and greater 
“than any legislation ever passed 
“by Congress, with the single ex- 
“ception of the declaration of 
“war against Germany.” Some rea- 
sonable compromise may yet be 
reached.

PROHIBITION AND PLATFORMS. 

Senator ‘Boran, reiterating his 
hopeless plea that. the two. major 
parties shall take a clear and defi- 
nite stand as to prohibition and its 
enforcement, beclouds and confuses 
his statement and irritates many 
sympathizers with his policy of cour- 
age by the implication that the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the Vol- 
stead act are one and indivisible, and 
that attempts to make the latter 
reasonable are “ nullification.” Anti- 
prohibition sentiment is itself. di- 
vided. For the present, the effort 
to make an enforcement statute con- 
sonant with local public opinion and 
therefore practical is most strongly 
supported. The longer the Volstead 
act stands the greater will be 
the final impetus of a movement 
to sweep away the amendment 
which it misinterprets, distorts and 
extends. 

Everybody knows, including Mr. 
Boran, that there wili be no 
straight-from-the-shoulder, honest 
resolution about prohibition and en- 
forcement at Kansas City or u: 
Houston. Both parties are divided. 
Neither party feels: that it can af- 
ford to iace too strongly one way. 
The “certain powerful influences ” 
which he refrains from naming are 
simply the fear of losing votes. It 
is true that the American people 
“ are entitled to issues clearly stated 
and candidly met.” Mr. Boran is 
too familiar with the platform dia- 
lect not to know that this title is 
seldom guaranteed. We believe that 
the pussyfooters are mistuken. 
Courage pays in the long run. The 
party that would come out fair and 
square for or against prohibition 
would suffer losses and would also 
make gains. There would be new 
alignments, desertions and acces- 
sions. The one subject most upon 
the lips and in the thoughts of most 
citizens would be brought before 
them for a decision, instead of being 
kept in huggermugger for another 
four years. 

“Corruption” is now rightly a 
conspicuous theme. What is the 
pecuniary corruption of a few to the 
steady and deeper and growing cor- 
ruption, moral and pecuniary, which 
the Volstead act begets? A Con- 
gress largely composed of hypo- 
ctites, Dry-Wets by the million, con- 
stant bribery of officials, the vir- 
tual impotence. of a statute fitfully 
and sporadically enforced at mon- 
strous expense, the spy, the in- 
former, careless frequent infringe- 
ment of the rights of the citizen; 
the young trained to regard the 
breaking of one law as a distinction, 
almost a virtue; the degeneration of 
the public conscience: these are 
among the symptoms of a moral 
and social corruption more insidious 
than the official or financial sort. 
The latter is temporary. The former 
is getting to be permanent and 
growing worse. 

There is no hope for a brave and 
manly political course by either 
party. The voter who doesn’t care 
to be led by the nose can only scruti- 
nize the candicates. ‘Through them 
he may be able to pass indirectly on 
the issue which. the. company of 
trimmers runs away from. He can 
do it in Congress districts. In 
some States he can-do it in the elec- 
tion of Senators. Certain it-is that 
tbis question of questions cannot be 
always dodged. If the old parties 
are contumacious in their cowardice, 
a new one will arise to break them

THE BIGGER BELL. 


It must have been with envious 
admiration that the biggest assem- 
bly of bell-ringers ever held in Eng- 
land gathered at Croydon early this 
month to hear the booming of the 
biggest bell ever forged in their 
country. It is to have its perma- 
nent abode in the new Baptist 
Church on Riverside Drive, 300 feet 
above the Hudson. It is not the big- 
gest bell, though it is half-as heavy 
again as Big Ben of the Westmins- 
ter Clock Tower. There are still 
three or four that are bigger: the 
great bell at Moscow, which, up to 
the Bolshevist régime at any rate 
was used as a chapel instead of a 
bell; the second Moscow bell, which 
is the largest bell that is still a bell: 
the. 80-ton bell which hangs in a 
pagoda in Burmah, and the Peking 
bell of 53 tons. There are great 
bells in Nanking and Vienna ap- 
proaching it in size, and there is the 
bell of Notre Dame, which will go 
on ringing wherever Victor Hugo 
is read, and the Great Peter at York 
Minster. America will now have a 
voice to match in depth and reach 
those from across the seas. 

It is stated that its note will carry 
ten miles, and with the aid of the 
radio it should carry across the con- 
tinent. It is even conceivable that 
in time the great bell of Peking and 
the Big Ben of London and the 
mighty bell of Moscow, with the 
other great sister bells, and the car- 
ilion of Louvain, will all be heard 
ringing synchronously in celebration 
of some world event. “At the recent 
meeting in England there was pres- 
ent one hale, bearded veteran. bell- 
ringer, who rang the happy changes 
for Queen VICToRIA’s Jubilee and 
tolled for her death. It will be the 
boast of players in this new age that 
their chimes were heard by millions 
and ten thousand miles away as well 
us by those near by. though it is 
hoped that their “ changes,” which, 
it is admitted by these experts, may 
be rung by those who have no ear 
for music but only a sense of regu- 
larity and possible combination of 
sounds, may never come to monopo- 
lize the air. One who remembers 4 
bell-ringing contest several years 
ago at Stoke Poges, near the church- 
yard scene of GrayY’s Elegy, has nev- 
er been able since to get those end- 
less permutations of sounds out of 
his ears, One ringer, it is said, rang 
a peal of 15,000 changes in nine 
hours. 

When it is known that there 
are 40,000 ringers in England today, 
the question rises what will become 
of the: practitioners of this art when 
electricity comes to take the place 
of the human arms—as it has al- 
ready come to replace the swinging 
form of. Quasimodo. in the bell- 
towers of Notre: Dame. It took 
“five sturdy bell-ringers several 
stout pulls” before they could get 
enough swing on a rope to ring 
“manually” the Bourdon bell that 
is to be worked electrically when it

Offender. 





SANITY TEST CONSIDERED 





She Thanks Jurors Hysterically. for 
Giving Her “a Chance’. 
May Get Ten Years. 





A jury in Judge Collins’s part of 
General Sessions yesterday afternoon 
refused to vote May English, a na- 
tionally known pickpocket, a fourth 
offender in the meaning of the 
Baumes law, and thus saved her 
from being sentenced to a life term. 

The foreman merely reported that 
the jury had found that the woman, 
who is 47 years old, had been con- 
victed of a felony in Newark, N. J., 
in 1916, on which she received a sen- 
tence of from three to seven years, 
and in Buffalo in 1921, on which she 
received a two-ahd-a-hali-year sén- 
tence. In each of these cases she 
used the name Molly O’Brien, one of 
her many police aliases. 

This finding by the jury made the 
woman a second offender, there be- 
ing no provision in the law for a 
third offender, and as such she is 
Hable to a sentence up to ten years 
when she again is arraigned before 
Judge Collins on April 10. 

The was found on the 
woman’s conviction two months ago 
by another jury before Judge Collins 
for the theft of a pocketbook con- 
taining $43 from a woman shopper in 
the midtown district. Sentence on 
this conviction was held in abeyance 
when the prosecutor filed with the 
Court an ‘‘information”’ required un- 
der the Baumes law, char: 
she had a police record of four pre- 
vious felony convictions. This 
cluded a conviction in Milwaukee and 
another in Boston. 

The prosecutor,. because of the 
death of the arresting officer in Mil- 
waukee, was unable to submit evi- 
dence in that case, and the jury re- 
fused to attribute the Boston convic- 
tion to her on the evidence submitted. 

The woman became hysterical when 
the import of the — s verdict came 
to her. Whipping off her hat, which 
she had worn through the three days 
of the trial, and waving it in front 
of her as she advanced to the jury 
box, she ex~laimed:
